| 111.) and had leave given by the Pre- 

| Nn fident 
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fident and Cenfors, after Examination 
(Chap. 16. pag. 124. ) to vifit the Fel- 
lows, and did accordingly vifit all the 
Fellows , in order to be admitted Li- 
centiate (Chap. 11. pag. 79, 80. ) and at 
the fame time was requefted and de- 
fired by them, in the behalf of the 
whole Colledge; and withal comple- 
mented, how extreamly he fhould ob- 
hdge and highly honour that Society, 
if he would be pleafed to fufpend 
his Admiffion of Licentiate (and which 
they confeft they could not deny ) 
till fuch time as he had quitted his 
Imployment in Pharmacy , and com- 
pleated his Degree (being then Batche- 
lour in Phyfick) of Door in the Uni- 
verfity 5 and that then, without any 
farther trouble of vifiting the Fellows, 
or other Examinations, and for the 
very fame Fees, by vertue of thofe 
Examinations ftanding regiftred “in 
their Eooks Cif they efcape the fate of 
being cut out, as fome other things 
have been) he might be admitted Can- 
didate, the more honourable ftation in 
bo the 
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theirSociety, and which he better de- 
ferved , and they did then propofe to 
him Do&or Lifters Cafe, as a Prefi- 
dent for the fame thing : On thefe 
Confiderations he fubmitted to and 
gratified their Requeft. 

Four years now clapfed , and by 
their advice , having regularly com- 
pleated his Degree of Doctor in Phy- 
fick (Fuly 6.1687.) performing all Ex- 
ercifes required by the Statutes of the 
Univerfity of Cambridge (and as 14,15 
of Hen. 8. accomplifhing all things for 
his Form,without any grace) as his Di- 
ploma to them (hewn , and the Regt- 
fter in that Univerfity will fafficientiy 
teftifie; he applied himfelf to the then 
Prefident of the Colledge in the year 
1687 , for his Admifüon (as formerly 
dire&ed and promifed , by the Preti- 
dent and Ceníors, in the behalf of the 
whole Colledge in the year 1633.) 
from whom he had. a courteous recep- 
tion, and acknowledgement thatit was 
all the Reafon and Jufticein the World 
that he fhould have his Admifiren, bc-

fides, faith he, we cannot deny it him 5 
(Chap. 15. p. 119. 1.8.) and then advi- 
fed him to wait till next Colledge day, 
and there give his attendance 5 which 
he accordingly did , and was then de- 
ferred to another opportunity, by rea- 
fon the Colledge was then ingaged in 
private bufinefs (viz. Making New Sta- 
tutes ( Ne. 8, 16.) of Exclufion ) and 
no publick bufineís would at that time 
be entred on 5 heattended again and 
again, and was ftill deferred : During 
thefe delays the private bufinefs is ef- 
fected , and the New Statutes of Ex- 
clufion are made and promulgated in 
the Theatre , September 28.

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1| defirgs, requefts, and directions of this 
-| Board,in behalf of the whole Colledge, 
were made tome to fafpend my Ad- 
miífion till 1 had compleated my De- 
gree of Dottor 5 befides, I have lately 
attended feveral times on the Colledge 
for my Admiffion in Fuly, Auguft, Sep- 
| tember 1687. fince I was Doctor in 
| Phyfick, and before thefe Statutes were 
made or promulgated. 

However, foit was, that unlefs he 
would abjure the Company of Apo- 
thecaries (as well as he had, by their ad-

The Reader will find no füch Rank 
or Degree inftituted either in the Old 
or New Statutes, but was at firft ho- 
neftly and juítly difpenfed with about 


the year 1660, for thofe who thorow 


the miquity of the times, were forced 
from the Univerfities, and fo could 
not orderly take their Degrees at 

homes 
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home; but were compelled to take 
them abroad in Foreign Univerfities, 
and were therefore numbred among 
the Honoraries ( Chap. 12. p. 91, 92. > 
viz. the Kings, Queens, and Princes 
Phyficians ; that fo they might be re- 
ftored to their Seniority and Standing: 
but have fince been continued and 
perverted to the detriment of our U- 
niverfities, and the {candal of the Col- 
ledge ,, by admitting all foreign De- 
grees, or any elfe (without Examinati- 
on for money, 80 or foo J.) into an Or- 


der, which the Statutes have not or- 
dained. 


“4s Licentiates , are fuch other per-

To conclude, We Appoint and Ordain, 
That, wbefoever is admitted into the 
Society of the Colledge, they promife by 
fubjeribing their Names, that they will 
diligeutly obferve all the farara Sta- 
tutes, or willingly pay the Fines inflict- 
ed on tbofe that ad contrary. 

If according to this Model , the Col- 
ledge be governed by the prudent counfcl 
of the Prefident, Electors and Cenfors, 
and graced with the exa& and obedient 
duty ofthe refl and adorned with Science, 
the Illiterate being rooted out, and the 
hateful Impoſtors exterminated, it is 
moft certain that this our Colledge will 
be moft fiourifhing for coer, and it will 
rightly and pravidenily.be confulted for 
the whole Common-wealth ( as much as 
belongs to our duties.) ` 

Wherefore by the Faith given the Cola 
ledge, we exhort and hefeech all the Fel- 
lows that they have a diligent profped 
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every way, and act. prudently, and do 
not admit any for reſpect of Perfons inta 
the Colledge; but that they determine 
all things for the Praife, Glory, Honour, 
and ¥ erpetuity of the Society; becaufe it 
js certain our Colledge can by no means 
be more firmly eftablifhed and continued, 
then by good Laws, honeft Gavernours, 
and Manners, and the fingular Virtues 
and Learning of the Collegues.
